It shows the ralo of increase in avefago dally at- 
tendance (pupils in school) Is about 3Sl per cent a 
year, wtiUe the nte of school costs have moVed up- 
nard by 8.93 per cent a year. 

On statewide basis, tho surrey shows, average 
daUy attendance, as a measure of the school popu- 
laUon, has Increased during this period from 117.809 
to 113,648, whUe the Increase In total school revenue 
during that period haa been from 133.990,000 to |S3.- 
M3,000, with the nvenue increase comhie' largely 
Irotn 'EUt« aid, which Jumped from KB17,315 to
